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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. Kim 
by stating that pop-up ads can be obtrusive and inconvenient for users has provided a motivation for learning methods that teach how 
these unwanted pop-up ads can be avoided. Kim may have provided teachings of displaying the ads in a distinct format but has further 
provided the motivation for learning from further teachings of how unwanted pop-up ads can be ignored and wanted ads can be displayed 
in a full window. Kim considering that pop-up ads are not desirable and inconvenient does provide a motivation to learn from references 
that teach how undesirable pop-up ads can be avoided while allowing for the displaying of advertisements desired in Kim. The "How-To" 
reference teaches precisely that undesirable pop-up ads can be avoided by a means of ignoring ads that are not desired by the user. The 
"How-To" reference teaches specific ways to avoid pop-up ads with the clear purpose of the reference being directed to ways of ignoring 
pop-up ads that are not desirable for the user.
